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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the response received 3/19/2009, Applicant amended claim 9, added new claim 35 and 
cancelled claims 1-8, 13, 14, and 22-34. Currently claims 9, 10, 12, 15-21 and 35 are pending. 
Applicants 3/19/2009 response is with regard to the previous Office action (Final) mailed 
12/30/2008. An action on the merits of claims 9, 10, 12, 15-21 and 35 follows. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/19/2009 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/19/2009 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

4. First, the Examiner has already explained in the previous Office actions how one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to split apart the various transactions into 
their subsequent sub actions and that there is no novelty in performing those sub actions in 
various manners as long as the end result remains the same, i.e. the transaction is consummated. 
The Examiner cited case law in support of such and also brought in Hansmann to show it is old 
and well known for cell phones to have specific GSM cards with specific data. 
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5. Second, as discussed during the interview, each of the cited references discloses 
electronic payment and remittance systems capable of performing the claimed invention. That 
is, the Examiner explained that when a customer requires a refund, the merchant swipes the 
client's credit card and remits payment to the card. Accordingly the credit card would be 
considered the removable transaction device and the customer considered the merchant. Refund 
transactions can be performed for any number of customers (merchants). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

6. Claims 9, 10, 12, 15-21 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Admitted Prior Art (APA) in view of case law for the reasons set forth in 
section 7 of the previous office action mailed 12/30/2008 which in turn refers back to 
section 9 of the previous office action mailed 7/24/2008. 

See the discussion set forth in section 3 above. 

New claim 35 is rejected for at least the same reasons as claim 9. 

7. Claims 9, 10, 12, 15-21 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 2002/004772 Al to Templeton et al. in view of case law for the 
reasons set forth in section 8 of the previous office action mailed 12/30/2008 which in turn 
refers back to section 10 of the previous office action mailed 7/24/2008. 
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See the discussion set forth in section 3 above. 

New claim 35 is rejected for at least the same reasons as claim 9.
